a. Each section head will insure that prior to evacuating all classified 
material has been properly secured. 

b. Bach department will insure that all safes, file cabinets, windows, 
doors, etc., are secured. All lights, air conditioning, etc., will shut off. 
A security check list will be submitted to the Security Office. The Office 
of Security will make the security check. 


c. The Security Office will check all entrances and exits to buildings 
containing classified material. 

d. Safety factors permitting, an area aircraft with Security observer 
aboard will orbit the area during the time the base is evacuated.
